There are intimations from Wash- 
ington that the postoffice department. 
is about to get very economical and| 
retrench at the expense of its most| 
popular branch of the service, rural | 
free delivery. 

Our information is—and we hope} 
it is not true—that many of the rural 
routes will be discontinued. Some of 
these routes make a sorry showing 
it must be admitted, when analysis is 
made of their annual business. Th2| 
statistics are all against them. The 
cost to the government for every 
piece of mail carried, when an aver- 
age is struck, is seemingly ridiculous 
ly high. All this the enemies of the 
System are quick to point out, and 
of late the press of the country has 
teemed with statistical exhibits calcu- 
lated and designed to discredit rural 
free delivery and discourage its pro- 
gressive extension as planned by con- 
gress. 

Without desiring to detract from 
any argument of a purely economic 
nature that may be carried by these 
unfavorable figures, The Constitution 
would protest against the principle of 
viewing the value of this invaluable 
postal service from any such merce-| 
nary standpoint.

A State Pasteur Institute. 

Dr. A. G. Fort, of Lumpkin county. 
is exerting all of his efforts in the 
furtherance of a movement that is de- 
serving of the universal support of the 
people of Georgia. His proposition is 
that the state should control a di 
vision of the Pasteur institute for the 
treatment of hydrophobia, and that 
the doors of the institution shall be 
opened impartially to applicants from 


'every portion of Georgia. 


Dr. Fort very truthfully points out 
that to wait for the development of 
actual symptoms of this widely dread- 
ed disease is fatal, in that once the 
distinguishing symptoms have put in 


an appearance the malady has so far 


the patient is practi- 
tragic and an ex- 
cruciating death. 

The only feasible and humane meth 
od lies in the maintenance of a Pas- 
teur institute located at some easily 
accessible point in the state, where 


| individuals supposed to have been at- 
| tacked 


by animals afflicted with 
rabies can secure immediate and ade- 
quate treatment. The latter resolves 
itself into purely preventive measures, 
the system of the victim being so 
thoroughly inoculated with the anti- 
hydrophobic lymph as to neutralize 
the effect of the animal poison before 
it has had opportunity to gain a root- 
hold. The regular practicing physi. 
cian does not possess the adequate 


' facilities for the prompt application of 


this remedy, the administration of 
which must be left to an institution 
of the character indicated. 

Dr. Fort calls attention to his expe: 
rience in Stewart county alone in the 
vear 1905. Five persons sustained 
bites from dogs supposed to be suffer. 
ing with rabies. ‘Four of them were 
sent to a branch of the Pasteur insti- 
tute, three of them at the expense of 
the public. 
the larger percentage of victims of 
hydrophobia are from the ranks of 
people in modest circumstances, un- 
able to meet the charges made for the 
necessary treatment. 

It is Dr. Fort’s idea that the state 
should take a hand in the relief of the 
Situation as it exists at intervals in 
many of the counties of Georgia. The 
movement is commendable, viewed 
from any standpoint, and we sincerely 
trust that the effort to bring it to a 
focus in the legislature will meet with 
success.
